Canada stands as one of the most won

There are mors laws per 
captia on-tlre statute books of Canada 
than perhaps in) any other country, 
There. is a fecling that loose law isn- 
forcement prevails here as well in the 
United States. While Canada’s  at-

iment our laws, more dangerous than 
any fault in the machinery of the law 
more powerful than any other factor 
in accounting for the number of 
crimes committed in this country’ is 
the ‘apathy: and indifference of the 
general public.
